It is now the Church of c.h-? 
Brethren. 
At the conference held by 
the Dunkards of German Unptlsis in 
Springfield in IfiOti a comniittoo of 
three was appointed to decide upon 
a name and report to the next gen­ 
eral conference. This conference lir.s 
just been held at Des Moines, la. 
The eommitiee reported in favor of 
giving the name "Church 
of 
tho 
Brethren,” 
and 
this 
report 
wa.s 
adopted. 
All of the churches in tho 
copntry will now change their nan\e 
accordingly. 


Ever since ils organization years 
ago there has been n confusion re­ 
garding the name of the sect. 
in, 
Konie localities 
they 
were called 
German Baptists, which was Ihe orig­ 
inal name. 
In other localities they 
'veie called Dunkards or PunkerK 
aiid in still other places they wore 
known by the name of Brethren. The. 
churchmen realized this too, atid that 
caused them to decide in .sonu? wn.r 
to effect a change in name. 


The names wore all objuctiotiaV)1o 
lor some reason or other. The no mo 
German Baptists was decidedly mis­ 
leading. 
While a great many of tho 
m'c-mbers of the church are Oer- 
mans or Pennsylvania Dutch, there 
are quite as many of their nienii)er» 
who cannot understand n word of 
German and their services are always 
ronductcd in English. 


Tho name Dunkard or Dunkcr la 
not at all significant and any one’ 
will admit that a prettier name might 
be selected. 


Taken all in all, it was decided that, 
no name could better apply than the 
Church of Brethren.

HAD NARROW ESCAPE 


I^crpy Stine Had Close Call at 1111-' 
ilios Bridge Company by Falling 
of PonderQUH St**el Trusses. 


Leroy Stine, of Roodhouse. was 
painfully, though not seriously In­ 
jured shortly before noon Monday, 
while w'orklng at the Illinois Steel 
Bridge company’s plant, by the fall­ 
ing of tw'o 1,500-pound steel trus.ses, 
one of which struck him in the small 
of the back, knocking him down and 
scratching and bruising his back.
